GERMAN SHIP BOMBED BY 
SPANISH LOYALIST PLANES 


BERLIN—AIl shore leaves in the 
German navy were cancelled, it was 
learned early Monday, following a 
cabinet decision “to take nieasures” 
because of the bombing of the pocket 
battleship Deutschland by Spanish 
airplanes. 

Twenty-three aboard the vessel 
died Saturday when it was bombed by 
what official Germany charged were 
Red Spanish airplanes. 

Every warship flying the Swastika 
flag was waiting with steam up for 
further instructions. 

Orders cancelling all leaves were 
issued after the news of the Deutsch- 
land bombing off the Balearic Island 
of Ibiza had been relayed from ship 
to ship around the world. 
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$10,000.000 LOSS TO PROVINCE 
IN- TOURIST TRAFFIC ALONE 


Because this province did not have 
proper highways, it lost $10,000,000 
worth of tourist business in 1935, the 
last year for which official figures are 
available. 

More than the whole population of 
the dominion, an army of 15,000.000 
tourists, all Americans, stands ready 
to invade Canada on 24 hours’ notice. 

It has been estimated that 8.000.000 
will sweep, when the hour strikes, into 
Ontario. Some 80.000 will descend on 
the southwestern section of British 
Columbia. 

Alberta will be attacked by some 
10.000, But the invasion would be 
stopped immediately by a barrage of 
dust before this province had been 
penetrated more than 50 miles. Some 
of the best units of the motorcade will 
have been bogged down in mud holes 
axle deen, 

The dust barrage and mud hole de- 
fences along the Alberta sector, it is 
estimated, kent more than $10 900,000 
out of the pockets of Alberta farmers. 
because the defeated army, thus de-

Furthermore, the invaders resolved 
never to return and to urge their 
friends not to invade Alberta until the 
province has hard surfaced roads.

Meeting of Interested Citizens 
Held in Carbon Friday Night

Mr. O. A. Botter of Blairmore, Al- 
berta, addressed a joint conference of 
Carbon business men, professional 
men, coal operators, farmers and re- 
presentatives of the United Mine 
Workers in the Municipal office, Car- 
bon on Friday evening, May 28, in 
the interests of extended markets for 
Alberta coal. 

During the course of a short ad- 
dress Mr. Botter pointed out that al- 
most half of the coal consumption of 
Canada was being imported while our 
miners and railway men, as well as 
many others who would benefit by a 
revival of the industry, were without 
employment, and large numbers ob- 
liged to apply for relief each year. 

The speaker advised that a plan is 
being mooted in Alberta to bring the 
situation fully to the attention of the 
Dominion Government with a view to 
obtaining a larger share of the Fast- 
ern Canada market for Western coal. 

It is proposed to have a_ petition 
circulated throughout Canada and 
presented to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, asking that some further assist- 
ance be given in this regard and to 
point out the great saving it would 
mean to Canada in the matter of di- 
rect relief, 

The plan received the enthusiastic 
endorsation of the meeting and a local 
committee was appointed to act in 
conjunction with a central committee, 
which is to be appointed at an early 
date,

How to Gauge Fertilizer Values | 

The commercial value of a fertili 
zer is based on its content of nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash, Of | 
these sulphate of ammonia supplies | 
nitrogen alone, and superphosphate | 
phosphoric acid alone, while the ab- | 
breviated analysis 0-16-6 
a fertilizer containing phosphoric | 
acid and potash but no nitrogen, and | 
a 2-16-6 is known as a “complete” 
fertilizer, for the reason that it con- 
tains all three, But while the trio rep- 
resents the only plant food substances 
which have to be guaranteed, under 
the provisions of the Fertilizers Act, | 
and their percentage stated on the | 
bag, they are by no means sufficient | 
in themselves as a sustaining diet for 
plants. The latter demandabout a doz 
en other nutrient substances which, 
fortunately, the average soil is in a 
position to supply; only the three 
which fertilizers are called upon to 
furnish are frequently found inade- 
quate for the support of maximum 
crop growth, 

Fertilizer Qualities 

The economic value of a fertilizer 
another matter, says B, Leslie Ems 
lie, and cannot be gauged accurately 
by looking at the figures on the tag.

A defi 
ciency of this element is found in 
many soils, and Dr. F.A. Wyatt of 
Soils Department, University of 
Alberta, Edmonton, has obtained 
startling results from the use of vari 
ous sources of sulphur. Even sulphate 
of ammonia, primarily a nitrogen fer 
tilizer, produced results whieh 
attributable to its sulphur content 
rather than to its nitrogen, while 20¢ 
superphosphate outyielded a more con 


centrated superphosphate, applied at 


the same rate per acre, for the reason | 


that in the concentrated material the 
sulphate of lime is absent. 

Magnesia is another 
found deficient for crop requirements 
in some soils and is being added to 
the potato fertilizers for certain sec- 
tions of New Brunswick and M aine.

Sir Hubert Wlkins, who has had 
applications from 4,000 people an-| 
xious to accompany him on a sub- 
marine journey to the North Pole, is 
probably the most adventurous liv- 
ing Australian. 

For many years he has _ periodic- 
ally provided sensations for the, 
world in feats of daring and endur-| 
ance. Born at Mount Bryan East, | 
South Australia, in 1888, at twenty 
he set out on a round-the-world voy: | 
age which took him to 26 countries. 
Already an enterprising camera-man, 
he was signed on by a Parisian firm 
as newsreel photographer at $10,000 
a year while still a minor. When he 
was 24 he became photographic cor- | 
respondent with the Turkish army in 
the Balkan War of 1912-13. 

His first taste of Polar exploration | 
was in 1913, with Stefansson’s Cana- | 
dian Arctic expedition. Marooned in 
Arctic wastes, Wilkins did not learn 
of the Great War until 1915, and it 
was 1917 before he was able to get 
to France. In May, 1917, he obtained 
a commission with the Australian 
Flying Corps and later was made 
official photographer in the Aus- 
tralian Historical section. While in 
Irrance he was wounded nine times, 
twice mentioned in despatches, and | 
awarded a military cross and bar. | 
Since the war he has participated in| 
a number or daring Arctic and Ant- 
arctic expeditions.

Scientists Warn That United States 
Must Adopt Soil Fertility 
Measures 
Scientists on a works progress ad- 
ministration soil inventory project 
concluded that agriculture in the 
United States must “die of its own 
neglect” within 200 years and “the 
population follow suit” unless soil 

fertility measures are instituted. 
The project, which state WPA Ad- 
ministrator William H. J. Ely said 
he believed was the first of its kind 
in the world, is directed by Dr. 
Jacob C. Lipman, chief of the divi- 


{sion of soils and crops at the New 


Jersey agricultural experiment sta- 
tion at New Brunswick. 

Using soil samples from 48 states 
to determine chemical resources, the 
WPA workers calculated that nitro- 
gen, vital to plant life, will be ex- 
hausted from the soil within 224 
years, sulphur will have disappeared 
by 2062, and “the eventual result will
